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ART INSPIRES DANCE PERFORMANCES AT THE ART MUSEUM 
CWRU dancers in the galleries, April 2; 

Tom Evert Dance Company in Gartner Auditorium, April 9 

Works of art and movements of dance will blend in two free Sunday afternoon 
performances at The Cleveland Museum of Art in April, 1995: Dance Moves in the 
Museum^ by Case Western Reserve University faculty and students, on April 2 at 3 pm; 
and Revelry and Celebration, by the Tom Evert Dance Company, on April 9, also at 3 pm. 

CWRU dancers have created and will perform the original works in Dance 
Moves. They have been inspired by works of art in three exhibit spaces in the museum. 
Senior Melissa Kerr has choreographed a piece for two dancers about walking and taking 
journeys, based on Richard Long’s Cornwall Circle, a modern slate sculpture in the 
Armor Court. Senior Seema Haria has choreographed and will perform in a piece for 
five women inspired by the Indian works in the Asian sculpture court. CWRU instructor 
Frankie Hart and a partner will perform a meditative improvisational work in the 
Japanese screen room. 

The Tom Evert Dance Company will explore the wonder the ancient Greeks 
found in movement, with selections from the Great Lakes Theater Festival’s production 
of the Euripides drama The Bakkhai and improvisations based on poses of Greek and 
Roman figures in A Passion for Antiquities: Ancient Art from the Collection of Barbara 
and Lawrence Fleischman (on view through April 23). The company performed near 
I Rodin’s The Thinker, around the Chester Beach fountain near the museum’s south steps, 
and elsewhere in the Fine Arts Garden as part of Insight/On Site, a juried, site-specific 
exhibition of northeast Ohio artists during the museum’s 75th anniversary weekend in 
June 1991. 
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
